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EXPERIENCE WITH NEW REMEDIES, 
By C. W. BREYFOGLE, M.D., San José, Cal. 


[ Read before the State Society. ] 


There are so many remedies being constantly brought for- 
ward by our profession, brought too in what we must consider 
an irregular way, yet medicines which are very valuable in 
their particular fields of action, that it certainly behooves us to 
prove them by the test of clinical experience and to give each 
other the benefit of that experience. I make no apology for 
any crude use of these new remedies. 
found suggestions for them, and gradually, if results are sat- 
isfactory and encouraging, prepare the dilutions or tritura- 
tions and give them a place among standard remedies. What 
- I shall have to say therefore will be crude clinical experience 
mainly, and I shall be satisfied if I can but contribute a mite 
toward further development. Most of these notes I copy 
from my Index Rerum. | 


Commencing with Schiissler’s tissue remedies, I have fully | 


tried but two of them, ferric phosphate and kalium chlora- 
tum, and these mainly in inflammatory rheumatism. In pre- 
scribing them I have followed the well known symptoms of 
ferrum and the kalis, thatis when the symptoms were indica- 
tive of either ferrum or kali I gave Schussler’s ferric phos. or 
kali chlor. and the result has far exceeded my anticipations. 
One violent case of rheumatism was entirely relieved in a few 
days by the ferrum, without any sequelae. I am encouraged 
to test the remainder of his remedies, but I do not see how 
they can be prescribed in the very arbitrary manner he lays 
down in his bcok. A little care may eliminate some good 
from his mass of rubbish, just as is found in Count Mattei’s 
Electro-homceopathy of which I have already spoken to some 
of you, and which will doubtless soon be brought to your 
notice by his agent. 

In this connection let me suggest the pyrophosphate of iron, 
which I have used only in third trituration, for those pale 
anaemic children who seem to be fitsubjects for baryta carb, 
cod-liver oil or the grave, with that forlorn condition of diges- 
tion and assimilation which puts us to our wits ends to find 
the proper food. 

And this leads me naturally to the calcareas. You have 
probably heard of a physician having a hobby! Well, my 
hobby is calcarea hypophosphite 3rd trituration. How many

of us have blessed calc. phos. in childhood’s ills. Allow me 


| to say that I have found the hypophos. much more satisfac- 


tory. How many patients have you seen benefited by Fel- 
lows (or others) abominably compounded syrup of hypophos- 
phites, which reminds one of the 'renchman’s description of 
the fashionable American drink which he named ‘‘ contra dic 
“i one” because of its having» 

little lemon to make it sour—’ 

A little sugar to make it sweet, 

A little whisky to make it strong-— 

little water to make it weak.”’ 

In tubercular disease, in the hard dry cough, the phosphor- 
us patient if you will, give the hypophosphite of lime, and see 
if you are not pleased. 

[ am free to confess that some of these combined remedies 
are good, but I want some limit and consistency in their com- 
bination. Look at the symptoms of calcarea and phosphorus 
and then consider their chemical affinity and you can but pro- 
nounce the combination a happy one. So too the chininum > 
arsenicum, and the natrum arsenicum of Burt, which have done 
me such good service, the former in debility such as china 
reaches, in malarial fevers and intermittents, in indigestion, 
and in the whole range of the arsenicum and cinchona, and the 
latter (nat. ars.) in the severe cough and profuse expectoration, 
hectic, night sweats and other dread accompaniments of the 
latter stages of lung disorganization. Add to this trio the 
merc. iod. cum kali iod., and we have a quartet which I should 
feel lost without. 

Thus far I have said that Iam in the habit of prescribing 
these new preparations and combinations upon old symptoms, 
now I pray you bear with me, and I will leave the firm 
rock of symptomatology—upon which my whole creed and 
faith is founded—and will leap into the irregular, the empiric, 
the unknown, in the hope. and belief that further investiga- 
tion will make it known as it only can be by legitimate prov- 
ings. | 

Kaolin has been often tried in croup, and always of service 
except in membranousforms. In two desperate cases of mem- 
branous croup, I consider the evaporation of ammonia as hav- 
ing saved the patient’s life. eee 

Apo.-morphia. 3rd, has been most serviceable in nervous 
vomiting. 2 

Oxalate of Cerium_in vomiting of pregnancy, has relieved — 
some severe Cases. | 

An obstinate indolent ulcer, on the dorsal ridge of an allo- 
pathic physician, treated long by his colleagues, sometimes 
healed for a short time but inevitably reappearing, was per- 
manently cured by /apis alb. 3rd, three powders a day for 8 
days, and the man has been a believer in the new system ever 
since. 

And this recalls to mind crysophanic acid, 3rd, which 
has been of such excellent service in eczema. One most ob- 
stinate chronic case in an old gentleman, the eruption cover- 
ing both legs below the knees, and being well nigh unbear- 
able on account of its itching, while the discharge therefrom 
was profuse and offensive, was speedily and permanently 
cured by it, while it has relieved every case of eczema and 
erythema in which I have tried it; in Herpes and in crusta lactia 
I have found it useless. é 

Eriodyction Cal. I should place as a close analogue to di- 
ecacuanha in cough, expectorations and asthma. It has not 
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i oe it away off from all other medicines 


— just as the attack came on.

The paroxysms 
were so frequent and so severe, and all remedies failed to re- 
lieve, that per necessity chloroform was used and in large 
quantities. Finally the lady’s husband took her to Carlsbad 
Springs, Germany.

You take the juice of two lem- 
ons every day in the form of lemonade.” We sent a patient 
3000 miles to learn how to drink lemonade. I commend it to 
you. Should this fail, I should try the 6 to 8 oz. of olive oil, 
and reclining on the left side with hips elevated higher than 
the shoulders. But the lemonade has not failed me yet. 


Trillium Pend for uterine hemorrhages, and erechtites 
hier. for hemorrhage from the lungs, are remedies which I 
carry in my pocket-case and would not be without.

Rhus Aromatica has helped one case of eatarrh of the 
bladder, chronic, in an old gentleman. 

I have the same report concerning rumex acelosellus, one 
case being benefited of occipital congestive headache. I 
shall try both still further. Havelad them but a short time. 
At the same time I received chionanthus, the remedy pro- 
nounced specific for jaundice, but I have not yet tested it. 


Lycopus Virg. I am giving to a case of dilatation of the 
heart with great irregularity, and the change for the better 
is very marked. I hoped to have the tracing of the sphyg- 


T have had of late the most marked cases of mitral insuf- 
ficiency and regurgitation with hypertrophy by dilatation, 
that I have ever seen. The patient was 74 years old and had 


suffered 12 years with this complaint. Eight years since, par- 
alysis of the right side resulted from an embolus. Seven | 
months since he had a hemorrhage from the lungs, giving: 
temporary relief. Five months since anasarca began It in- 
creased rapidly, I avoided tapping, except I was compelled 
to tap the scrotum, drawing over two quarts of ‘fluid, and 
two days thereafter again, drawing over two pints, when I 
left the canula in for five days and there was little further 
trouble. Dig. arsen, bry sumbul. apocy. &c., did no good, 
I saw that cerefolius was highly recommended for all forms of 
dropsy, so I telegraphed to St. Louis, for it. Its action 
was remarkable. It first acted as a hydragogue cathartic, 
then the water decreased rapidly, and [ am sure it pro- 
longed my patients’ life for three months. I gave 8 drops 
of the tincture every three to five hours. He died April 28th, 
an. after death there was not over one quart of water in the 
abdomen, though there was some in the peri cardial sack, and 
the limbs were somewhat oedematous. 


Chian Turpentine for cancer has been used by me in but 


one case, and in that it has relieved the cancerous pain, and 
we think the tumour in the breast is smaller and less nodula- 
ted, but it is too soon yet to speak positively. 

In 1870, Dr. Rowland of N. Y., sent me some odo magnetic 
sugar of milk, made and originated by himself. The doctor 
claims to magnetize the sugar by spreading it upon a smooth 
surface and throwing upon it the blue and violet rays of the 
spectroscope. Just after receiving it { had a case of fixed 
paralysis, sudden, in a young child. I put a grain.of the 
powder into a half glass of water, and gave a spoonful ata 
dose. A few doses cured. ‘Twice afterward the same thing 
occurred in the same patient and the same remedy relieved. 
Iam informed by Boericke & Tafel that lam the only one 
on this coast who uses it. I have kept it constantly for the 
last 12 years, and use it in nervous diseases, and especially to 
increase the action of an exhausted remedy. Say that the 
proper homeopathic prescription has been made, and the 
patient has improved but the inprovement has been just so 
far and then it ceases. Give it higher do yousay! Good, but 
even then we frequently find the limit of its action. Give a 
grain of odo magnetic sach. lact., then go on with the rem- 
edy. In nervous diseases give the indicated remedy in liquid 
and put a grain of the odo m.in the vial. I believe I have 
seen results equivalént to those from a battery. Try it and> 
criticize if you will. 


Liquor Calcis Chlorinatae in diphtheria is hardly a new 
remedy and needs no commendation from me. I wish how- 
ever, to claim the use of crystal calcis chlorinatae in carbuncles, 
I have never had any serious trouble with car- 
buncles since treating with this externally. Dissolve a piece 
size of an English walnut in acoffee cup of water and keep a 
light cloth saturated in this solution upon the uffected part. 
You will be surprised at the rapidity of healthy granulations. 


It may be used before, during or after discharge 


One other and I will close. Doctor, I think I need a 
tonic.” Dr. Eggert of Indianapolis, for a long time used 
what he termed a ‘‘ tonic powder,” given solely asa tonic and 
having a charming effect, particularly in lung disease and in> 
convalescence, and more particularly in females. After con- 
siderable moral persuasion he consented to tell what it was. 
Take a quart of some sweet wine, sherry, madeira or native, 
put into it about two tablesy.oonful of powdered sanguis dra. 


conis, Let a tablespoonful be taken before each meal. The 


pharmacopea gives singuis draconis as possessing no medical — 
properties, but it certainly manifests them in this form or the. 
wine does. 

I have tried, as_ before said, to give simply hints, culled 
here and there from memory and from my Index Rerum. 
Into the latter I put everything I learn from intercourse With 
my colleagues, or from our journals, and I find it a treasury 
from which I can often draw successfully. 

If what I have said is crude, please remember, that it is the 
cruder part of our materia medica I have treated of, cruder 
because newer. 

I had commenced a paper upon key notes of standard reme- 


dies, but this new and untried field seemed to me the more 


promising, for the reason that so many of us do not hear of 
the valuable remedies tried by our fellow physicians and have 
no way of knowing of their worth except by such means as 


this. 


CHRONIC NASAL CATARRH.

Nasal Catarrh is the most simple and comprehensive term 
that can be applied to that form of inflammation which affects 
the mucous membrane investing the nasal cavity and its acces- 
sory passages—and although medical literature has made 
many attempts to classify the affection according to the ana- 
tomical division of the affected parts—-nothing has been added 
to the clearness of the subject, and the fact remains, that na- 
sal catarrl defines the condition more clearly than any other 
name that has been applied to it. 

Anatomical research has demonstrated that the nasal cavity 
extends from the nostrils anteriorly, to the posterior border 
of the soft palate, and includes the naso-pharynx, the posterior 


| nasal cavity, the anterior nares, the frontal sinuses, and the 
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antra of Highmore, although the two last mentioned, hakina | 


but accessory cavities, are often excluded from the category. 

The physiological functions of this region render it especially 
liable to become the seat of acute inflammation, owing to the 
fact that the upper air passages are exposed to the first 
ingress of inspired air, which, from its varying temperature 
and humidity, or from its being charged with particles of dust 
or other deleterious matter, is liable to create morbid condi- 
tions, which often result in chronic inflammation. 

Mucous membrane lines all the cavities of the body having 
access to external air, and is properly composed of three lay- 
ers—a lower one of connective tissue; a middle layer of fibrous 
and elastic tissue, richly supplied with blood vessels, follicles, 
and glands, whose ducts passing through the superficial layer, 
open upon the surface of the membrane—the superficial layer 
being composed of epithelial cells, lying one above the other. 


When a mucous membrane becomes inflamed, its blood ves- 
sels are distended with blood, and all its nutritive processes 
are unnaturally stimulated, there is always an excess of se- 
cretion—and the normal conditions are enormously exagger- 
ated. 

In chronic nasal catarrh, we recognize a chronic inflam- 
mation of the nasal mucous membrane, where, although the 
hyperemic condition may have subsided, all the abnormal 
processes of nutrition and growth are still maintained. 

The glands pour out their mucus, the secretions are excess- 
ive in quantity, and become muco-purulent in character, in 
proportion as they are charged with worn out epithelium, or 


the process of cell generation is more or less abnormally 


stimulated, and as a further result, certain alterations may 
be produced in the structure of the membrane itself. 

Hypertrophy is a common result of this abnormal activity, 
which condition is characterized by a thickening of the mem- 
brane, especially in the region of the turbinated bones, and 
the nasal septum; where gradually localized swellings manifest 
themselves, obstructing the narrow nasal passages and produ- 
cing interference with free nasal respirations and partial or 
complete stenosis. | | 

This is one of the most common forms of chronic nasal catarrh , 
and is the condition which most frequently presents itself for 
treatment, as the generality of patients ignore the importance 
of all catarrhal symptoms until they become noticeable by 
their prominence, and call attention to the fact that medical 
interference is necessary. | 

Atrophic, commonly called dry catarrh, is also a result of 
chronic inflammation of the nasal mucous membrane—its prom- 
inent characteristics being a general wasting of the membrane, 
and.an inactivity in its glandular structure—which is impaired 
by adventive encroachment in the other layers of the mem- 
brane, owing to their abnormal stimulation. The products of 
the secretions being overcharged with unripe cells and worn 
out epithelium, become muco-purulent in character, and what 
part is not carried off in the act of blowing the nose, adheres 
to the surface of the membrane investing the narrow nasal 
passages, and form masses of inspissated mucus, which mould 
themselves to the parts, and are dislodged with great diffi- 
culty. 

Further progress in this condition may result in developing 
that form of disease known as fetid nasal catarrh, which is 
manifested in au almost intolerable cdor proceeding from se- 
cretions that are imprisoned by inspissated mucus accumu- 
lated upon the surface of tue membrane; the secretions 
underneath suffer degeneration and become exceedingly offen- 
sive in odor, as does also the expired breath. 

- Ozaena is another condition, which, though properly belong- 
ing to chronic nasal catarrh, being a disease of the nasal mucous 
membrane, is one of the more severe forms of the affection, con- 
fined to the sinuses and the antra of Highmore, and owing to the 
inaccessibility of their accessory cavities, the condition almost 
bids defiance to ordinary curative interference. 

The symptoms which characterize chronic nasal catarrh are 
so familiar to the general practitioner as to require no special 
mention here. We know that the functions of phonation, and 
the senses of smell and taste are more or less seriously im- 
paired, and the very existence of the morbid conditions 
entails an especial provocation to take on additional colds, 
thereby aggravating the disease and extending it farther and 
farther down the avenues leading to the lungs. Pharyngitis, 
laryngitis, trocheites and bronchitis are all links in the chain of 


evils following chronic nasal catarrh, and although the disease 
is considered by some to be a purely local affection, yet when 
engrafted upon a diathesis of tuberculosis who shall say that 
it is not a menace to the lungs, if it be nothing more? 

It must be conceded that a diathetic condition always accen- 
tuates and increases the manifestations of local disease, many 
cases of chronic nasal catarrh having their root in constitu- 
tional predisposition, and although an acute coryza may have 
been the proximate and efficient cause of the manifestation, 
and no constitution can ever be said to be exempt from catar- 
rhal disease; there is no question, that some persons are more 
disposed to its contraction than others, and successful curative 
treatment requires a careful differentiation of the remedies 
indicated by the constitutional tendencies of the patient, as 


| well as by the objective symptoms. 


| used, or they may occasion serious injury. 


Chronic nasal catarrh is not a product of any particular 
climate, as is often asserted of humid and variable tempera- 
tures—some of the most severe cases I have ever treated have 
been contracted in high altitudes, where the air was so pure 
and dry, and the variableness of temperature so small, that 
residence in such a pure, healthy, oxygenated atmosphere 
might seem to offer immunity from all catarrhal diseases. 

There is no question, however, as regards the advantages to 
be gained from a radical change of climate, combined with 


| proper medical treatment, although the amount of good to be | 


gained depends upon the length of time necessary to effect a 
permanent cure, cases being oft repeated, where patients hav- 
ing gained great benefit from a climatic change, have returned 
to their homes and to a renewal of all their catarrhal symptoms 
which had entirely disappeared during their absence from 
home. | | 

With our present means of diagnosis, and with our con- 
stantly increasing therapeutical knowledge, there are few, if 
any cases that are not amenable to the properly indicated 
treatment, and in almost any case, we may at least be able to 
safely promise to remove the most prominent features which 
threaten to be inimical to the more vital portions of the respi- 
ratory tract. 

In regard to the trea.ment, while some cases may be read- 
ily and effectually cured by our law of similia, there still re- 
main a large class of long seated cases of chronic nasal 
catarrh, which requires more radical measures, and almost 
universally, where permanent cures have been effected, the 
local application of remedies has been employed concomi- 
tantly with the general measures of curative treatment. 

The first importance in making a complete and satisfactory 
diagnosis depends, of course, upon a thorough examination 
of the nasal cavity, both anterinly and posterinly, and upon 
an intelligent recognition of the special conditions which 
characterize the mucous membrane investing the affected 

arts. 

; By placing the head of the patient backward, in such a po- 
sition as to allow a strong light to be thrown up into the 
nostrils, and dilating the nose by the little speculum known 
as Goodwillies’, a large portion of the anterior nasal cavity, 
with the lower and middle turbinated bones, may be brought 
into view, and so far as can be seen, the condition of the mu- 
cous membrane of the nose may be clearly revealed in the 
little rhinoscopic mirror. | 

Posterior examination of the nasal cavity can be only suc- 
cessfully made by the use of the rhinoscope. Projecting a 
strong light into the back part of the open mouth, the little 
mirror may be so held by the operator as to give a clear, re- 
flected image of the upper part of the fauces, and will reveal 
parts and conditions that are otherwise hidden from inspec- 
tion. 

In cases of aggravated catarrhal disease, where long adhered 
crusts have created an offensive odor, the nasal syringe is 
often necessary to the softening and removal of the dried se- 
cretions; but strong cleansing acids should always be cautiously 
Medicated sprays 
have also afforded beneficial results in cases where the secre- 
tions have hardened, or when the offensive odor denotes the 
presence of imprisoned purulent secretions. 

Carbolic acid 1 gr. to the oz. of water is good both as a 
cleansing and disenfecting agent. and after these very neces- 
sary processes have been thoroughly accomplished, the appro- 
priate remedy in powder (or in form of spray) may be blown 
into the affected parts, by the excellent little powder blower, 


| 
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known as Smith’s Powder Insufflator. This treatment to- 
gether with the properly indicated remedy constitutionally ap- 
plied, cannot fail to give satisfactory results in the ordinary 
cases of chronic nasal catarrh. | 4 

But in its more sggravated forms, when there is an excess- 


ive increase of tissue upon the turbinated bones, surgical in- | 
terference is often necessary, and although the galvano cau- 
tery and the knife are heroic measures much dreaded by the 


average patient, the procedure is sometimes the only one that 


can lead to ultimate and permanent recovery. 


In nearly every case of long standing chronic nasal catarrh, 
a thorough course of systematic medication is necessary to a 
perfect cure, for if left to itself, the disease may result in com- 
plications that will involve the hearing, smell, and taste, and 
even the eyesight may suffer from its baleful influence. 

The forms and complications of chronic nasal catarrh are too 
many and important to admit of generalization to any great 
extent, but in closing, 1 would offer a few of the important 
remedies with their prominent indications which will apply 
to a few cases. | me 

Aconite— Acute coryza with Sneezing.—From sudden 
ehange of temperature, chilliness, fever, cannot breathe 
through the nose, hot skin, aches all over, 

Allium Cepa, Acute.--Severe paroxysms of sneezing, thin 
watery dropping from the nose, attended by a dry, painful 


cough, watering and burning of the eyes, evening aggravation. | 


Ars. Alk.—Nose feels swollen and stopped up, notwith- 


' standing there is a constant watery and acrid discharge from 


right nostril, (left nostril aurum), thirst for small quantities, 
aggravation from cold air. | 

~ Argentum Nitricum is of great value in acute as also 
in chronic nasal catarrh; its topical application in an aqueous 
sol. of from 5 to 20 grs. of the salt to an oz. of water, ap- 
plied by the spray, being of quite as much importance as its 
internal use. Symptoms—head heavy and dizzy, buzzing in 
the ears, eyelids swollen, discharge from nose thick and 
starchy and offensive in odor, nose itches and smarts. 

Also good for ozaena; with frontal headacbe and fetid dis- 
charge, persistent dry caturrh with neosmia, awakes with suf- 
focation, aggravation after exposure to cold. | 

Arsenic. lodatum.—- Chronic nasal catarrh in connection 
with a tubercular diathesis, one of the best known remedies, 
acrid and fetid discharges, with burning and excoriation. 

Aurum Try.-—Ozaena, frontal headache and fetid dis- 
charges, sensation of nose being stuffed with dry crusts, pu- 
trid smell when blowing the nose, ameliorationin warm room. 

Asatotida.—Useful when the bony structures of the nose 
are involved, a feeling of constriction and numbness at the 
root of the nose, offensive discharges, scrofulous habit. 

Cal. Carb.—-No remedy ranks higher in diseases of the mu- 
cous membrane, and is particularly well adapted to constitu- 


tions disposed to tuberculosis, scrofula, takes cold easily from 


the slightest draught, and has irritable glands, dryness in the 
posterior nasal passages, voice unnatural, and often a dry 
cough. | 

~ Eucalyptus Glob.—A most valuable remedy, applied both 
topically and internally, applies especially when there is a 


tendency to involve the trachea and bronchii—the discharge 


from the nostrils is thin and watery and very offensive. 

Hepar Sulp.—Especially useful in cases of strumous habit, 
acute sense of smell, crackling sounds are heard in the head 
when the nose is blown, buzzing in the ears; to be given after 
excessive use of mercury. | 


Hydrastis.—-Well adapted to chronic fresh nasal catarrh. 


when there is a constant inclination to blow the nose, and a 
dropping of mucous into the back part of the throat; to be 
given internally and to be topically applied in the form of 
powder, especially useful for catarrhs of advanced age. 

Kali Bichromicum.—This remedy has a powerful effect in 
chronic cases when the nasal membrane and the septum are 
involved in ulceration and purulent inflammation, chronic cold 
in the head, nose is obstructed by hard elastic plugs, expired 
breath very offensive. | 

Mere. Prot. Iod.—Suitable for such cases as are affected 
with scrofulous or syphilitic taints, and when the discharge 
is copious and mucous purulent and tinged with blood. 

Many other valuable remedies deserve special mention, but 
the space of a magazine article is too limited to allow them 
even the honorable recognition which their merits deserve.

Chronic Congestion of the Liver.

Here is another fact which affords indubitable evidence of 
the efficacy of homceopathic remedies. It does not relate to 
one of those nervous affections that sometimes astonish us by 


their sudden and unexpected cure; nor yet to one of those le- 


sions which disappear by the unaided efforts of nature. A 
chronic congestion which had gone so far as to develop a de- 
cided and tangible lesion of the liver; a congestion which 
had resulted from the dysentery of warm climates; which 
had had its alternations of better and worse, but which had 
not disappeared in eight years; which had resisted all the re- 
sources of the Qld School, and the benefit to be derived 
from a change of climate seven years ago, improved for some 
days, and then disappeared entirely, under the influence of 
Lachesis and Nux Vomica.

Mr. R., aged 36, was admitted on the 26th of December and © 
discharged on January 8th. This man, who was of a robust 
constitution, enjoyed very good health until he went to Egypt, 
where, after a residence of some months, he contracted a dys- 
entery, with an affection of the liver. He says he was treated 
in that country fora hepatic congestion. For amonth, while | 
he was ill in Egypt, he had a diarrhea. The stools were 
brownish, but more frequently bloody. The right hypochon- 
drium became the seat of a pretty violent pain, accompanied 
by fever and loss of appetite. At the same time, he became 
jaundiced, but the discoloration was limited to the conjunc- 
tiva and tothe face. His health was very imperfectly restored 
and he continued subject to gastro-intestinal troubles that 
were almost constant. He had two attacks of diarrhea, simi- 
lar to the one in Egypt, but in the intervals which separated 
them he continued to have pains over the liver, and during all 
of the last summer he has had diarrhoea with bloody stools. 


Now he complains of continuous pain in the right shoulder» 
and, at the same time, of a decided uneasiness in the right 
hypochondrium. By percussion, we find that the volume of 
the liver is considerably increased. It extends very high, and 
at the inferior margin, projects more than three finger-breadths 
below the border of the false ribs. 


The appetite is very poor, digestion slow and difficult, and 
there is some constipation. Lachesis in the 3d trit. was pre- 
scribed, four doses during the day. } 


December 30th.—There was a slight improvement. The re- 
sion of the liver is less sensitive. The same medicine. 

January 3d.—The good effects that had been produced have 
disappeared. The patient suffers a great deal with his right 
shoulder. We hesitate to change the remedy, but considering 
that there is already a very slight but positive diminution of | 


the bepatic dulness, we continue the Lachesis, but order it in 


the 2d trit. | 

January 5th.—The general condition is better; patient is 
recovering his strength, appetite is returning a little. More 
than all, by percussion, we are positive that the size of the 
liver is very much diminished; it scarcely projects beyond the 
borders of the false ribs. Lachesis, 2d trit. 

January 8th.—The case goes from good to better. The pain 
in the right shoulder has entirely disappeared and the liver 
has returned very nearly to its normal size. We saw the 
patient ten days later and he continued to get along very 
well. Wesaw him again at the end of October. Until the 
month of April, he had spells of being better and worse. Now 
there is an absolute improvement which is very remarkable, 
The strength and plumpness have returned, and although the 
liver is still liable to occasional attacks of congestion, these 
attacks are far from being as severe. We have found excellent 
effects, wherever the gastric troubles predominated from Nux 
Vom. 30, given twice a day for four days. 

October 3lst.—Patient is constantly improving; has grown 
fleshy, and has had no relapse for several months. 
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Struma Aneurysmatica. 


Helen E., 46 years old; of sanguine-choleric temperament, 
and sound health; suffered only at the beginning of her men- 
struation from dysmenorrhea, but even this passed off after 
her first confinement. About that time, the right lobe of her 
thymus-gland began to enlarge, increasing steadily, so that it 
is now of the size of a common apple; the swelling is tense, 
shows lumpy unevenness and pustules; vertigo and dyspnea, 
produced especially by tight-fitting dresses, render her anx- 
ious for its removal.

After a careful examination, I found her also 
suffering since several months from amenorrhea, and a pro- 
fuse, yellowish-green leucorrhcea, both of which were removed 
in the course of a few months, but the goitre remained the 
same. Sepia'’, had so far done its duty, and I followed it now 
with Carb. an.°, a powder every 4th evening. A year after- 
wards, I met her accidentally, and to my astonishment, found 
the swelling entirely gone; for the same remedy, given in 
other cases of goitre, failed to have any curative effect.—Dr,. 
Payr, Klinik, Oct. 1870. | |

May 4., W. K., a boy aged fourteen, very feeble and always 
remarkably thin, of very weak muscular development, but of sen- 
sitive, active mind, and excellent intellect, whose mother died of 
consumption, has been subject to febrile paroxysms, with great 
excitement of circulation, turbulent action of the heart, rapid 
bounding pulse; always promptly relieved by Aconite. This 
patient has a cough for more than a week, dry and hoarse, ac- 
companied with fever in the beginning, for which Bryonia was 
administered without effect. 

May 6. His condition was as follows: Hard dry cough all 
day and night; coughs also in his sleep; then violent dry cough 
in the morning; great emacialion; is so feeble that he can hardly 
s‘and; no secretion of mucus from lungs; auscultation and per- 
cussion elicit no signs of decided disease of lungs; respiration, 
and pulsation of heart very rapid; appetite voracious. Admin- 
istered Lycop.*, two doses; one dose each day. a 

May 8 Cough decidedly better since yesterday; cough 
very littlein the night, and but slightly in the morning. Left 
Lycop., one dose, to be given only if cough increased, but it 
was given ‘‘to make sure.” On May 11th, found that the boy 
had coughed more since taking the unnecessary dose of medi- 
cine; Sacch. l. was given instead. After three days more, the 
cough had vanished completely, and the boy was as well as 
usual.—C Wesselheft. 


A Teucrium Case. 


Sept. 16, 1858, Mr. S. Hy., barber, thin, of sandy complex- 
ion. Rheumatic lameness of the right upper arm as far as the 
elbow, so that it sinks down on lifting it, with drawing and 
tearing pain in the whole arm, all of which makes him unfit for 
his business. 

R. Teucr. mar. ver.”., afew pellets. 7 

Sept. 19. About fifteen minutes after taking the dose, se- 
vere cramp around the navel followed by passages of brown, 
almost black, pappy, bad-sineliing feces, lasting through the 
night, and occurring every half or three quarters of an hour; 
want of appetite, chilliness alternating with heat. From 7 a. 


m. to 2 p. m. he was delirious, and talked incessantly. At 2 P.. 


m. the cramp ceased. pani 

Five hours after taking the dose, he had the tearing pain 
once more and very severe, but this time in the left arm, and 
then it left him altogether. The next day he was well.—JS. LF. 


A Silica Case. 


A young woman had suffered a long time with a “ kind of 
Neuralgia.”” The head felt constantly as if it were a cushion 
and some one were pressing their two fingers in it at the occi- 
put, as if feeling for pins inside; with occasional lightning- 
like flashes in the eyes, and feeling as if something obscured 
vision. 

This condition worse in cold weather, or in a draft; relieved 
by wrapping the head up warmly. Silicea”™, one dose, speedily 
and permanently removed all trouble. She seemed otherwise 
well.—T,. F. Allen. 


A Plantago Case. 


A boy of five years was passing frequently large quantities 
of pale urine; every night, besides being taken up two or three 
times to urinate, he soaked two mattresses. 

His stools are of normal consistence and regular, but grey, 
or mixed grey, in color. He is irritable and seems puffy un- 
der the eyes. He eats heartly and sleeps soundly. Plantago™,

Three doses seemed to restore a normal condition, his urine 
became natural in quantity, and he no longer wets his bed at 
night, his stools became natural in color, and he was no longer 
irritable.— 7.

The learned veteran, Dr. J. Kafka, of Prague, advises the 
following for Dyspepsia senilis, which is mostly associated 
with a high degree of marasmus, and difficult to cure: He 
gives cold, sour milk, ices, iced coffee, iced beer; after appe- 
tite has set in, poultry. Patient must be induced to eat, even 
if appetite is wanting. Of remedies, he has seen the best ef- 
fects from Capsicum, China and Phosphor in the 3d dee. dil.

Cascara Sagrada—Every time urine is voided, patient has 
to wait a minute or so and press before the urine would flow, 
and then coming first in drops, but soon in full stream. 


Pelletierinum Tannicum in Tape-Worm.—The alkaloid 
pelleturinum, lately extracted from the Cortex Granate radi- 
cis is, according to Dr. H. Witt, the most certain of all reme- 
dies for tape-worms. In 5 cases, in which for a number of 
years all the usual remedies had proved themselves to be un- 
successful, about twenty-two grains of Pelleturin, followed by 
a tablespoonful of castor oil, had the effect that the dead tape- 
worm apyeared unbroken in the stool. The remedy is easily 
administered as it 1s perfectly tasteless—N. Y. Med. Times. 


Bismuth in Dyspepsia of Children—Loss of appetite in 
childyen, with pain after eating, nausea and depression, if ac-

@e boon to mankind worthy of enlisting our every effort for its 
*egeneral recognition—we want every such man to join us in our 
“humble effort to spread the benefits of bomceopathy, and make 


this journal the exponent of our art The support that has 
come both from the profession on this coast as well as from 
our Eastern brethren, together with that from the laity, has 
been a constant surprise to us in its extent. We hardly ex- 
pected sufficient recognition in the beginning to pay for the 
initial number, but instead of that, subscriptions have come 
in so that the financial part of the undertaking is assured. 
We wish to thank all our friends for this ready response, 
and hope that the new volume may be equally favored, and 
trust that it may merit it more than its predecessor. But this 
financial indorsement is but a minor matter. Thereis another

perience. Why not communicate these fruits of your expe- 
rience to all, through the pages of our journal? In this 
direction we bave been disappointed, and therefore, feel called 
upon to give vent to our grievances. We have not received 
all the aid by contributions from our physicians that we need 
and have a right to expect, a few faithful ones excepted, with-.

Tue establishment of a Homeopathic medical college in 
San Francisco is no longer a debatable question, but is rapidly 
assuming a shape of reality; and even those among us who, a 
few months ago, were inclined to declare the action prema- 
ture, are now unanimously agreed that the time is ripe, when 
the interests of Homaopthy in California absolutely demand 
a medical college. 

In the rapid march of railroad progress, hundreds of new 
towns and villages are springing up like magic, all over our own 
State and through the Territories of the Pacific slope—and 
the growing demand for physicians is supplied almost entirely 
from the two old school colleges in this city---notwithstanding 
that from these new and flourishing places, the cry constantly 
comes, ‘‘send us good Homeopathic physicians,” but the 
call has been made in vain, there being no supply to meet 
the demand. 

Students in our Eastern colleges, as a rule, find good loca- 
tions among friends nearer home, and as a result, Homeopa- 
thy is more poorly represented in California than almost any 
other portion of the United States. 


Among the objections raised by some who have opposed 
our movement, is the one, that we have no experienced teach- 
ers at home, but the agitation of that question, has proven 
the fact that we have among us a number of physicians who 
have beén teachers in Eastern colleges, and others possessing 
splendid ability for teaching, and the professional chairs in 
our colleges can all be filled by men of ripe experience and 
good ability. 

Another objection offered has been that not enough stud- 
ents could be found to form a full class, but this objection 
has already been met and answered bythe fact that several 
students, have at this early day, made application for admis- 
sion to the first course of lectures in tlie proposed Homceopa- 
thic college, and the first session will undoubtedly not fail 
for want of students, and the necessity of relinquishing a 
medical education for want of means to go Kast to prosecute 
studies need no longer deter a young man from entering the 
profession. | 

Among the advantages in favor of a medical college in San 
Francisco is foremost the particular adaptability of the cli- 
mate to the study of anatomy, the cool summer months with 
their constant sea breezes, giving a fine temperature for 
purposes of dissection. No other city in the world can offer 
so great advantages in summer for this study, and an advan- 
tage to be considered in a summer term of lectures is that it is 
the healthiest season of the year in San Francisco, and pro- 
fessors would consequently have ample time to devote to . 
their college duties. | | 

It is earnestly hoped that every member of our profession 
will, each and every one, by moral support, money, students 
and in any other way, as much as in them lies, do all in 


his power to forward the cause of medical education in 


‘our midst, and make for this, the first institution of its kind 
‘on the Pacific coast having for its standard the grand law 


of ‘‘similia, similibus curantur;” a reputation that shall grow 
stronger and higher as years roll on, until its alumni shall 


be found in every portion of the civilized glolbe—ranking 


among the first in the healing art. 


We take pleasure in republishing a letter from Australia 
sent to our Eastern contemporary ‘‘ The Homeopathic Physi- 
cian.” The want of homecepathic physicians in that distant 
colony will largely have to be met by men sent out from this 
Coast. from our own Hahnemann College, of San Francisco. 
There is no doubt that students from there will avail them- 
selves of this new college to be trained in the homeopathic 
method and return to their homes to practice according to the 
teachings of the new school.

Trustees of the Philadelphia College have just purchaseda ~ 


large Jot of ground on which they intend to erect new Col- 
lege, Dispensary and Hospital buildings. The ground is situ- 
ated two squares north of the New Public buildings, near the 
business centre of the city. It extends from Broad street 
(north of Race street) westward to Fifteenth street, having a 
frontage of one hundred and six feet on Broad street, and one 
hundred and forty-two feet on Fifteenth street. The entire 


‘leneth of the lot is three hundred and ninety-six feet. ‘The 


cost of this magnificent site is $104,500. 

It is the intention of the trustees, as soon as the actual pos- 
session of the property is obtained, to commence the erection 
of buildings thoroughly adapted in all respects to the needs of 
a first-class medical college. 


Tue stock of the Hahnemann College of San Francisco has 
been subscribed for pretty generally by the profession on this 
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coast. But we want every homeopathic physician to hold 
some shares, and not rest content by expressions of good 
will and mbral support, though these too are welcome and es- 
sential for our prosperity. But human nature is ever ready 
to endorse morally wherever it has established its financial 
hold, so come forward, take the rest of the stock and we are 
then sure of your active co-operation in the movement and 
your watchful interest in its management and teachings. 


Homaoratuic Sraiistics.—The report of the Bureau of . Or- 
ganization of the American Institute of Homoopathy gives 
the following:

order. There are 7,400 Homceopaths in the United States,

CORRESPONDENCE. 


San Francisco, September 5th, 1883. 


Drak Mr. Eniror:—Having recently made a trip to Puget Sound, 


stop we a short time at the principal ports, and returning by way of 
Portland, it was suggested to me that a brief description of the points vis- 
ited, the observations made, and some information gained of points not 
visited might be deemed worthy of publication, especially so from the fact 
that you receive numerous letters of inquiry from the East and elsewhere, 
with regard to desirable locations. | | 

Leaving San Francisco on the morning of the 15th of August, on 
board the good steamship ‘‘ Dakota,’’ the weather fortunately being clear, 
we soon steamed out through the Golden Gate on tothe broad bosom of the 
Pacific; the voyage was pleasant but generally uneventful until the morn- 
ing of Saturday 18th, when we came in sight of Cape Flattery and the 
coast of Washington Territory, the green of which was refreshing after 
leaving the bare looking hills of California; Vancouver’s Island loomed up 
in the distance, and we were soon in the waters of the Sound. About 3 
P.M. we arrived off Victoria, but owing to the bar, tide, and so forth, we 
did not reach the dock until midnight. | | 

Victoria, the capital of Vancouver’s Island, is a well built, pleasantly 
situated and thriving city; has two harbors, the larger one, called Esqui- 
mault, is nearly three miles distant from the city proper, but has an easy 
entrance, good anchorage, and plenty of water for very large ships, there 
being at the time of my visit several large British men-of-war, two being 
rams of large draught, anchored there. The streets and roads are fine, but 
they have been eulogised and described by abler pens than mine. I shall 
only say here that their good condition is owing in a great measure to the 
lack of that morbid sentimentality which charcterizes our American people, 
so that here, thugs and hoodlums are utilized in the chain-gang for the 
benefit of respectable tax-paying citizens. There is considerable stir now 
going on in this city, a number of new buildings in the course of erection; 
a railroad to connect the interior of the island with this, its principal port, 
has been surveyed; besides there are large lumber and mining interests. 
There is at present no homeopathic physician here, and American 
doctors may practice by first producing a diploma from some reputable col- 
lege, and then making an affidavit to the effect that the party presenting 
same is the legal owner, and then registering after paying a fee of ten dol- 
lars. This city, I have no doubt, would be a good location for a homceopath, 
but it would take a little while to make a start, as the people here, like 
most English people, are somewhat conservative.” 

Port Townsend was the next point reached. It is the port of entry 
for the Sound, has fine lumber and fishing interests, and an excellent har- 
bor; the business portion of the town is low, near the water; the residence 
portion is back a short distance, situated on a high bluff. There is no ho- 
moeopathic doctor there. 

Leaving Port Townsend, we soon reached Seattle. I shall not in this 
~ account attempt to describe the scenery, as that would be irrelevant to the 
object in view, and could not, if I would, from the fact that, owing to the 
smoke from immense forest fires and fog, very lit:le could be seen. 

Seattle is advantageously situated on the Sound, claims a population of 
6,000, is full of enterprise, has large coal and lumber interests, many other 
points being tributary. 

There are four or five homceopathic doctors located here, all seemingly

covered by lreavy timber. 


having a good practice; one large-hearted man was for a long time Attend- 
ing surgeon to the City and County Hospital, controlled by the 
Sisters. He thought it his duty to respectable tax-paying citizens to weed 
out loafers and malingerers, and for this made many political enemies. 
This same gentleman has interested a number of the ladies of Seattle 
in a plan to establish a homeopathic hospital, and I understand that be 
has promised to add $100 to every $500 raised by the ladies for that pur- 
pose. I was kindly welcomed by the gentleman representing our school, 
who told me of several towns not yet supplied with homeopathic doctors. 
A short sail of about three hours brought me to Tacoma, the old town 
and the new being a short distance apart; both are pleasantly located good sea- 
ports, thriving and enterprising, having considerable coal and lumber in- 
terests; New ‘acoma has @# little the advantage, as it is the terminus of 
the railroad; the railroad shops are also located here. There are two ho 
mceopathic physicians, one, a genial gentleman and former resident of Oak 
land, gave me all the information in his power, said that both he and thy 
other gentleman of our school were doing well, the city was rapidly grow 
ing, and he hoped that there would soon be room for more. 


Leaving Tacoma next morning, went by ruil to Kalama, thence to Port- 


land, arriving about 4 P.M. 


Portland is a handsome city; estimated population 35,000, and increas- 
ing There are twelve homceopathic doctors there, two being located at 
East Portland, across the river; several are recent arrivals. I called on as many 
as Icould; found them genial, giving readily all the information in their 
power. There it also a thriving homceopathic pharmacy, the success of which 
shows that there is a large homceopathic element in the city and State. The 
proprietor also kindly gave me what information he could. There are good 
locations at The Dalles, Oregon City, Forest Grove and many other points 


in this State (Oregon) and Washington ‘Territory which I was unable to 
Visit. | 


As the next ocean steamer was not to sail for a few days. I proceeded 


on the daily river steamer down to Astoria. 

Astoria is a town of 7,000, and during the salmon fishing and canning 
season there is a large increase in this population, as also during the sum- 
mer season, when visitors to the sea side furnish their quota. | 

Astoria is situated about twelve miles from the mouth of Columbia 
river, the river here being about eight miles wide. The town is to a gr at 
extent built on spiles, the water front being narrow, with high hills behind 
Besides the fishing and canning, there are 
considerable lumber interests, and a number of places on the coast and up 
the river are tributary. There is no homceopathic doctor here at present, 
although there are a number of families who prefer that treatment, and are 
desirous that a good homeopathic doctor would locate among them, and I 


think such a one would do well, especially with some experience in sur-_ 


gery. The people are enterprising, and have the reputation of paying 
their debts. 

Boarding the ocean steamer, I soon arrived at the Bay City; so, hoping 
you may deem this worthy of publication, and if published that the infor- 
mation may be of some use to enquirers, I am yours fraternally,

A Letter from Australia. : 


Deak Sir: I have long thought of writing to you on the subject 
which I wish to br:ng before you in this letter, but the loss of two of our 
principal homeopathic colleagues in this part of the world bids me delay no 
longer. You will no doubt hear through the English homeopathic jour- 
nals in due time of the death of Dr. Irving, for many years a homceopathic 
practitioner in Nelson, New Zealand, followed two or three days afterward 
by the death of Dr. Robert Ray, in Melbourne, one of the oldest homceo- 
pathic practitioners there. I believe Dr. Irving died from enlargement of 
the liver. He was the only homceopathic doctor in that part of New Zea- 
land. He enjoyed the confidence of a large clientele, and will be greatly 
missed. Dr. Ray was thrown out of his carriage and died a few hours after- 
wards. He was also greatly respected as a physician. Thus there are two 
gaps made in our hitherto small and insufficient number of true-minded 
medical men. I see little hope of our number being augm. nted from Eng- 
and, they need all they have there ; but from America, with its hom«o- 
pathic colleges, and the many graduates who are entering the profession, I 
think we might expect some help. Homwopathy is extending everywhere. 
The only want is medical practitioners, and that want is simply 
everywhere. Here is Sydney, a city of a hundred and sixty thousand, 
rapidly increasing, we have only four qualificd practitioners, and seven 
unqualified, many of the latter doing well, though very ignorant of medical 
knowledge generally. Theie is no one in Queensland, a colony rapidly 
increasing in prosperity ; no one in any island town in New South Wales. 
Five of the principal towns in New Zealand, Wellington, Nelson, Napier, 
Waugamie, Moneaysh, are without homeopathic practitioners. In Dunedin, 
the principal city, thereisonly one. Iamsure, althongh I am not as well 
acquainted with Victoria, that the want is just as universal there. I am 
writing hastily, but lam sure I have seen enough to show what good open- 
ings there are in these parts, if we could only get good men to fill them 
(the climate is delightful and salubrious); but we need good, all-souled 
men, who are well acquainted (this is my idea) with the best that the 
dominant school can achieve in both diagnosis and treatment, as well as 
with homceopathic therapeutics in particular—men who can hold their own 
ineverything. I am sure the status of all would be iniproved if there were 
more of us. Now I have said my say, and I ask you, can. you help us in 
this matter? Can you induce any of your colleagues to come and try their 
fortunes in these trans-Pacific regions? I do not believe they will regret it.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE CALIFORNIA STATE 
HOMCOPATHIC MEDICAL SOCIETY. 


The annual meeting of this Society took place at the rooms 
above Boericke & Schreck’s pharmacy, on Wednesday, May 
9th, at 8p. m., Dr. Selfridge, of Oakland, in the Chair. A 
good representation of the physicians of this city and Oakland, 
as well as from the interior was present. After the reading 
of the minutes of the last meeting, the first business transacted 
was the election of Drs. C.S. Sargent and Miss C. A. Goss, 
as members of the Society. The resignations of Drs. Lilien- 
crantz and Jenks was accepted. 

The Treasurer's report showed that there was a balance on 
hand of $143 25, with $44 due on memberships. | 

A committee of three was appointed to revise the By-Laws 
and report at the next annual meeting. | 

While waiting for the report of the Nominating Committee 
(Drs. French, Raymond, Pinkham, Coxhead, and Boericke), 
Dr. SetrripGe reported a singular case which had come under 
his observation. The patient was a young lady who suffered 
great pain about the region of the kidneys, and his diagnosis 
was that there was an obstruction in one of the ureters. The 
pains would come on daily—every day an hour later. Re- 
cently she removed to New York, and there discharged from 
urethra, a pin, coated with phosphate of lime and urate of 


ammonia, which had been in her body for five years, His ex- 


planation was that the patient had swallowed the pin, and 
that it had been forced from the colon to the pelvis of the 
kidney, and thence to the bladder. 

Dr. T. G. Tucker read a most interesting paper on Hygiene, 
in relation to our public school system of education, in which 
he combated all the principles in vogue, deploring the im- 
mense number of studies required, at a time when the body 
undergoes its period of most rapid growth. He would do 
away with the competitive system, which he considers the 
root of most of the evils. ‘the present school system is grad- 
ually and stealthily debilitating the spinal column of the ris- 
ing generation. (The paper will be published in a future 
number of the Catirornia HomaopatH.)

The question of establishing a Medical College in this city

A meeting for that purpose was held a few weeks 
ago, at which a number of city and country physicians were 
present. All agreed that such a project was timely, and 
indeed inevitable. The difficulties in the way of its establish- 


ment, thougb great, were not thought to be insurmountable. 


It was shown that many students from this coast, with a de- 
sire to study Homoopathy, are now compelled to go Kast, or 
matriculate at one of the old-school colleges here, in the 
hope of some time taking a finishing course at one of our 


two and three days’ practice, our city members should be 
willing to give as many hours, and be prompt in attendance. 
It was a source of great disappointment that the Bureau of 
Materia Medica had no report, and Homeopathic Materia 
Medica ought to be the centre of our activity. Work in this 
field is the keynote to our progress as aschool. Indeed, as it 
is pretty safe to estimate the value of a prescription by the 
knowledge and study,of Materia Medica by the prescriber, so, 

as a society, our work can be gauged by our activity in the 
study of Homeopathic Materia Medica. Neglect this, and 
just in that degree do we degenerate into the crude, empirical 
therapeutics measures of the old school, which no amount of i in- 
terest in the other branches of medical science can counterbal- 
ance. The brilliancy of the Hahnemannian era of Homeop- 
athy was due to the researches in Materia Medica, just as the 
vigor of Austrian Homeopathy was due tothe Austrian Provers 
Union; and the firm foundation for Homeopathy was laid by 
Hering and his associates in the American Provers Union. We 
cannot afford to spend our best efforts in any other direction ; 

Materia Medica must always be our central point. We trust 
that the Bureau of Materia Medica will present at the next 
meeting matter worthy of our school, and take advantage of 

the great uncultivated special field that lies before us on this 
coast. We owe this to the school at large, and every effort in 
that direction, however feeble, will be welcomed.

It is Nor a fact that there are no good Homeeopathic physicians in Ger- 
many. There are at present about two hundred, and every one enjoying 
a large practice. Indeed, such is the demand for representatives of our 
school, that all have more to do than they can well attend to. As regards 
the standing of the two hundred Homeeopaths, I need only say that they 
are all graduates of some of the German Universities, as the Government 


| permits no one to practice without five years’ study, and a subsequent ex- 


'amination by the University, and again by a State ‘Board appointed by the 
Government. After that they are ‘at liberty to practice Homoeopathy or 
Allopathy. But the difficulty is in the fact of filling vacancies as they 
occur in our ranks, and meeting the constantly increasing demand, for 
there are no colleges where the Hom«opathic principles are taught or even 
recognized. Several of the Universities had a chair on Homwopathy, but - 


in all but that in Buda-—Pesth (Austria), which is filled by the brilliant

Professor Bakody, this chair is abandoned, strangely enough, on account 
of lack of hearers! The explanation for this anomalous state of affairs lies 
in the fact that the study of Homaopathy formed no part of the prescribed 


: curriculum, and was not obligatory, but rather in the way, for professional

advancement. Hospitals devoted to Homeopathy are few, though there 
are some scattered throughout the empire, and efforts are being made to 
establish one at Berlin. "But while there is no public teaching of Homeo- 
pathy, there is a good deal of activity in literary directions. New books 
_are constantly appearing, and German Homceopathic periodicals take the 
first rank. Of these there are one semi-monthly, and several monthlies, 
some exclusively for popular education in the principles and practice of 
Homeopathy. The Centra!—-Verein, of Germany, is an Association of 
Homeeopaths originally started by Hahnemann’s immediate disciples, 
which meets yearly and keeps alive the traditions and interests of Homeco- 
pathy. On the whole, there seems to be a reawakening among Homco- 
paths in Germany, with Berlin as its centre, aud we doubt not that good 
results will soon show themselves to the cause and community from this 
Homoeopathic 


THE COUGH OF CROUP. 


In the present paper I wish to point out the character of a 
cough that is happily less often met with than some others, 
but which is of more dangerous import, and has a short and 
sharp career. I refer to the Cough of Croup. 

Now, anybody who has once heard this cough is not likely 
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to forget it easily; but for the benefit of those to whom croup 
is only a name, and not a terrible reality, I will describe its 
symptoms. ‘ 

imagine yourself, then, for the moment a fond mother, or 
anxious father, and let the scene be laid in your bed-room, 
and let your child be sleeping in a lettle bedstead by your 
side. Let the time be two o'clock in the morning —a winter’s 
morning in raw, cold November, with a bleak wind wailing 
round the house, like an unhappy spirit; let the stars be hid- 
den from the sky, and let the mists be thick and damp and 
chilling. Your child has gone to bed with a flushed face and 
cold feet, and has declined, with peevish thanks, his light sup- 
per of biscuit and milk, and when you came to bed yourself, 
on peeping into his little cot, you have thought that his cheek 
was more flushed than usual, and that his sleep was more 
restless; and you may have also thought that he had caught a 
slight cold when at play in the meadow below your garden, 
which is a kind of day nursery for him. And if you already 
know something of Homeopathy, you look for Aconife in your 
medicine chest, and give him a dose after much coaxing on 
your own, and some tears on the boy’s part; for, with all this 
impending trouble, the lad is sleepy, And you throwa shawl 
over his feet and legs, or put a hot-water bottle to his feet, 
which are icy cold. 
~ You go to bed—not without some slight misgivings, by the 
way, as to what the cold may lead to; but knowing nothing 
of croup beyond its name, you do not think of that danger. 
After a while you fall asleep, and sleep asort of restless sleep, 
and listen to hear whether your little one‘is stirring; but he 
still sleeps. Then in the midst of one of your restless 
snatches of forgetfulness, you hear a horrid sort of a sound, 
more like the bark of a dog than the cough of a human being. 
You listen. The sound is repeated; it comes from your boy’s 
cot, hoarser and more rasping in character. You are awake 
in a moment; you are in another moment by the boy’s side. 
To your sorrow, you have heard the cough of croup. 


A cough that barks, that is hard, that grates and rasps like 
a saw, and that rings like a strong wind blown through a rough 
metal tube—this is the cough of croup in its first stage, and 
you have heard it. It is so unlike any other cough you know, 
that you fear the worst. Now this attack admits of no delay, 
and so you send at once for advice, and if you have thrown 
in your lot for Homeopathy, the happier will it ba for 
you. On the arrival of your medical man, he will add Spongia 
to Aconite. He will give alternate doses of each every ten or 
fifteen minutes; he will put hot sponges to the neighborhood 
of the boy’s windpipe outside; he will renew the hot bottle to 
the feet, and he will leave you: with the pleasing assurance 
that, when he pays his next visit in the morning, after break- 
fast, your boy will be on the quick and sure road to recovery 

YT have given a kind of dramatic narrative of a case of croup. 
It is not, perhaps, complete in all its points, but the chief ones 
I wished to characterize are these: the suddenness of the at- 
tack; the rapidity of the recovery in favorable cases; the harsh 
barking character of the cough; the time of the attack—at 
night or early morning; the cause of the attack—cold and 
damp; and the patient’s age—childhood. 

I may add, that in conjunction with the harsh cough, there 
is always great feverishness; that the cough is painful, and 
makes the little patient cry with pain; that it is also a suffc- 
eating cough; that there is great distress in breathing, and 
that in severe cases the patient absolutely struggles for breath, 
his nostrils dilate, his chest heaves, the muscles of his neck 
help the abdominal muscles in the fight for fresh air into the 
lungs, the absence of which is shown by the blue lips and 
dark circles under the eyes. In our description of the symp- 
toms of a croupy cough, we have mentioned the names of 
two most useful drugs in the treatment of the same, but it 
will be advisable to give the indications for these and other 
suitable medicines. | 

We will therefore say of Aconite, that it should be used 
when a child has been exposed to the influence of a cold 
wind, and that it should be used early, even when the child 
shows symptoms of chilliness, e. g., goose-flesh, or pale com- 
‘plexion. If a little dry cough accompanies the chill, and if 
the feet and hands are cold, there is more reason why this 
medicine should be given early, as Aconile is even more ex- 
pedient in the beginnings of mischief than when mischief is 
fairly-established. Again, too, when the chilliness has given

place to feverishness, when the little patient’s cheek is flushed, 
when his skin is hot and dry, his lips red and burning, his 
pulse quick and bounding, then is another golden occasion to 
show the virtues of this admirable drug; and when the dry, 
short cough has changed to the harsh bark of croup, then 
we must at once place Spongia by the side of Aconite, and 
finish the cure under their conjoint auspices. 

When the cough is looser in character, and the feverishness 
has abated in violence—when the breathing is calmer, the nos- 
trils less dilated, the features less pinched, and the expression | 
less anxious, but yet the cough still croupy in character, and 
still troublesome, and increased by exposure of the body to © 
cold, and by drinking cold water--then Hepar Sulphuris will 
bring about the happiest results. It may be given every two 
hours with advantage. Some of my esteemed colleagues and 
friends recommend the use of Hepar Sulphuris in the early 
stage of croup, but my own experience has been invariably in 
favor of giving Aconite and Spongia in the first stages of chill, 
feverishness, dry, barking cough, and distress in breathing, and 
then following with Hepar when the cough has become looser 
and easier. ‘This last-named drug is generally sufficient to 
remove all traces of the cough, so that I will not swell the list | 
of medicines that might suit, when the delightful trio already 
mentioned do suit. If we can cure a cough with three medi- 
cines, why saddle a layman’s memory with the enumerated 
virtues of twenty ?--Homa@opathic World.

In ‘‘ Hering’s Condensed Materia Medica’”’ 
we find the following indications, which would entitle it to 
a prominent place in this affection: Flashes of pain in region 
of bladder; vesical tenesmus; burning in urethra; urine 
scanty, dark, acrid; pain when passed; turbid, mucous deposit. 


Dr. A. J. Baker, of Boston, uses Rhus aromatica in irritable 
bladder, especialiy of elderly women. In chronic cystitis he 
Dr. Hale endorses the new remedy, Erig- 
eron populus. He also speaks highly of Secale, a most im- 
portant remedy in chronic catarrh of bladder and chronic 
cystitis. He considers Hrgot the specific remedy in a large 
proportion of cases of incontinence of urine from disease of 
the spinal cord, or after labor, or from local paralysis of the 
neck of the bladderfrom injury. He advises Ergotin 2 x Trit. 
in that kind of incontinence of women and children, which 
allows the urine to spurt out on coughing, laughing, lifting, 
or any suddenemotion. Dr. Cushing uses Apocy. andros. for — 
the incontinence of old men. | 


Dangers of Breathing by the Mouth. 

Dr. Guye (Archiv fur Ohrenheilkunde), directs attention to 
the evils of breathing by the mouth. ‘To appreciate these it 
must be remembered that the functions of the nose in respira- 
tion are threefold. 

1. The olfactory sense secures it against the entrance of 
impure air. | 

2. The moisture of the nasal passage gives a certain degree 
of aqueous saturation to the inspired air, the contact of which 


is thus rendered less irritating to the mucous membrane of | 


the throat ana larynx. 

3. The inequalities of the organ retain solid particles sus- 
pended in the air, which is proved by the quantity of dust 
sometimes found accumulated in the nostrils. These func- 
tions are all lost in breathing by the mouth. Further, the 
contact of dry air soon produces circulatory troubles in the 
pharyngeal region, and even an habitual catarrh, susceptible 
of easy transmission by continuity to the eustachian tube and 
cavity of the tympanum. Granularadenoid pharyngitis often 
has this origin. Niemeyer believed that attacks of pseudo- 
croup in children have their origin in dryness of the glottis 
produced by oral respiration. 'To enable the patient to breathe 
through the nose we must restore the nose to its proper con- 
dition, and then in children stop the mouth by an impervious 
respirator. Many cases of catarrhal deafness were cured in 
this way alone.
